sheltered in the gulf of Tonquin, and 
that he was prepared to wait there un­ 
til such time as Nobogatoff could join 
him. 
Whether the Japanese intelligence 
off.ee was deceived by this infantile 
openness cannot, of course, be known, 
but It is undoubtedly a fact that the 
central public has been magnificently 
misled. 
Rojestvensky has been quiet­ 
ly moving south until he knew of Ne- 
bogatoff’s appearance In the Straits of 
Malacca, and then, with full coal bunk­ 
ers and "provisioned for six months," 
Bailed swiftly to meet his brother ad­ 
miral. 
With the added force of four 
battleships and a cruiser, Rojestvensky 
will now have command of eleven bat­ 
tleships 
and eight 
cruisers, 
to say 
nothing 
of 
a strengthened 
torpedo 
flotilla—an armada which, unwieldy 
though it may be, cannot at any rate 
be sunk by Togo without Inflicting se­ 
vere damage.

New York, April 29.—After a day of 
interesting developments th* prqgecu- 
tlon and defense rested In the case of 
Nan Patterson, the former actress, in­

prosecution finished its case just be­ 
fore the adjournment of the court and 
later Attorney Reilly

Miss Patterson notified the prosecu­ 
tion that his side would submit no d«*- 
fense and would rest on the contention 
that the state had failed to make out 
any case against the defendant. This 
plan had been under consideration for 
some days, but was only decided upon 
at a conference 
during the 
day b« - 
tween the counsel for the defense and 
Nan Patt**rson and her 
ag«*d father. 
The decision means the speedy <*on- 
cluskm of the woman’s third trial for 
the seusatiunal tragedy on West Broad­ 
way. 
W hen the case is called Monday, to 
which date the trial was adjourned. 
Assistant District Attorney Rand will 
immediately begin th** summing up of 
the case of the State.

injunction were im ­ 
mediately printed on large cards and 
two of those w ere attached to every 
wagon 
of the E m ployers’

company, which went upon the streets 
during the day. 
Tile injunction ex ert­ 
ed a pacifying 
Influence, and 
there 
was less rioting in the streets than on 
Thursday. 
A 
heavy thunder 
storm 
which continued during the latter part 
of the afternoon and through the even­ 
ing, also lent m aterial assistance in 
keeping the streets clear. 
Twelve arrests w ere m ade for in te r­ 
ference with the Injunction, all of them 
being m ade a t one tim e and place. At 
1:30 
p. in. two w agons loaded 
with 
coal approached 
the Union 
League 
club on Jackson boulevard and when 
they attem pted to drive into the n a r­ 
row alley east of the clubhouse to un­ 
load, 
the nonunion team sters 
w ere 
attacked 
by a crowd of 
strike sym ­ 
pathizers and a lively fight, resulted. 


Wagons Were Plainly Marked. 


The wagons were plainly m arked with 
coffles of the Injunction and the pofice 
in charging the mob arrested tw elve 
strik ers who arc now confined in th e 
H arrison stre e t pollee station. 
One hundred and five copies of the 
injunction w ere given to United States 
M arshal Ames for service upon labor 
leaders And Ave bf his assistan ts Were 
sent out im m ediately to serve them. 
W hen new s of the injunction reached 
President 
Shea 
of 
the 
T ea m ste rs’ 
union, he issued the following order, 
signed by the com m ittee of team ster 
business agents: 
“To All 
Union T eam sters— Perm it 
no violation of the peace under any 
circum stances. C om petent drivers c an ­ 
not be procured to handle the team s 
in Chicago and violence will not help 
us In this strike. 
Be 
loyal to your 
union and obey its instructions.” 
The injunction w rit is m ade retu rn ­ 
able May IO and the defendants will be 
given a bearing at IO a. rn. on that. day. 
In the afternoon a new question in 
the strike situation was placed before 
Judge Kohlsaat when 
attorneys for 
the Scott T ran sfer Co. asked for an 
order to restrain th e heads of the v a­ 
rious unions from calling out the men 
who are working for the transfer com­ 
pany. 
It 
was 
claimed that 
a con­ 
spiracy existed am ong certain heads 
ol team sters' unions 
to call out the 
employes of the Scott T ran sfer Co., 
which is also incorporated under W est 
Virginia laws and that therefore the 
protection of the United States should 
be given. 
Judge 
K ohlsaat declared 
that the injunction 
prayed for was 
too sweeping in its scope and directed 
that a modified form be presented to 
him. 
Strike Spread Rapidly.
